The key stone of the fabric Is a huge 
diagram, running the length of the 
rcM^m, which shows every station, sig­ 
nal box , siding and shunting y ard on 
the whole main line.

Many ingenious brains have busied 
themselves with the problem of con­ 
trolling railway traffic since the (pos­ 
sibly mythical) porter laid foundation 
of modern signaling by attaching a 
cord to a “semaphore” so that he could 
operate it from a distance. But noth­ 
ing is more ingenious than the system 
whereby a handful of men in a tele­ 
phone room can direct train movements 
over the whole of a main line. Control 
of this type is now a daily feature of 
British railway traffic, although not 
one passenger in 10,000 has ever heard 
of the system, says the London Daily 
Mall. 
Its most perfected form is to be seen 
at the new “control office” at York, on 
the London & Northwestern, where the 
whole of the immensely heavy passen­ 
ger and goods traffic in the congested 
area from Doncastei to Newcastle is 
directed from a single room.

diagram, running the length of the

A card bearing the distinctive num­ 
ber of the train as shown in the com­ 


pany’s “service” time-table is then in­ 
serted In a carrier riding on one of the 
belts, and this carrier moves forw’ard 
automatically in accordance with the 
speed at which the train itself is trav­ 
eling. 
Cards of some two dozen different 
types and colors are employed for this 
purpose, so that the control staff can 
differentiate at a glance between a 
Scotch express and a meat train, for 
instance. 
As the card moves forward on ltd 
belt its progress is telephoned from 
successive signal boxes, and if the po­ 
sition on the belt, which represents 
where tile train should be at given mo­ 
ment, does not correspond with the 
reality, the control office then makes 
inquiry into the cause of the delay. 
Furthermore—and this is the most 
important feature of the control sys­ 
tem—should it be discovered that an 
express is running behind time because 
it is being held up by a slow’ train, the 
control office can telephone instructions 
to divert the slowr train on to another 
line or onto a siding in order to let the 
express pass, the control diagram in­ 
dicating at any moment exactly what 
siding or duplicate lines are available 
for the purpose.

The Department of Public Works 
aiui Buildings this week postponed in­ 
definitely the road letting scheduled 
for Dec. 21, at which time bids were 
to have been received for 129 miles 
of road. 
Thi> action was taken, the 
highway officials say, because of the 
Department having been forced,to re­ 
ject twice within the last two weeks 
bids on the 4,000.000 barrels of cem­ 
ent required for the 1924 road con­ 
struction program. 
A statem ent was issued signed by 
Col. C. R. Miller, Director of the De­ 
partm ent of Public works and Build­ 
ings, Frank T. Sheets, Superintend­ 
ent of Highways, and Clifford Older, 
Chief Highway Engineer, in 
which 
“uniform ity” of bids of the various 
companies 
and 
“Pittsburgh 
Plus” 
methods were referred to. The state­ 
ment follows. 
“An analysis of the cement bids 
just rejected shows a marked 
uni­ 
formity in the prices bid by the vari­ 
ous companies f. o. b. the different 
county seats. 
In general, the prices 
are apparently based on a mill price 
of $1.65 per barrel at Buffington, Ind., 
and the socalled “Pittsburgh 
Plus” 
method of price fixing seems to have 
been used. 
For example, in McLean 
County the delivered price f. o. b. 
Bloomington, the county seat, quoted 
by the Universal Portland Cement 
Company whose mill is 
located 
at 
Buffington, Ind., is $2.07 per barrel 
net. The freight rate from Buffigton 
to Bloomington is 42 cents per barrel, 
which results in a mill net price of 
$1.65 per barrel. The Marquette, Le­ 
high, and Alpha 
Portland 
Cement 
Companies, whose mills are located 
at LaSalle much nearer to the point 
of delivery, quoted the identical figure 
of $2.07 per barrel net delivered. The 
freight rate from LaSalle to Bloom­ 
ington is 32 cents per barrel making 
a mill net price at LaSalle of $1.75 
per barrel. 
The public can draw its 
own conclusions. Both of these prices 
are deemed unfair. 
“If Illinois had accepted the bids 
offered on the large quantity of 4,- 
000,000 barrels, the State’s 
action 
would have fixed the cement price for 
the middle west for the year 
and 
every county, municipality, township, 
and individual user would have been 
affected. 
“The Departm ent has since Janua­ 
ry, 1921, stood four-square 
on 
the 
proposition th at the State should re­ 
ceive a dollar in value for every dol­ 
lar expended. 
Road contractor and 
other m aterial producers have taken 
their contracts at fair and equitable 
prices. In fairness to those who have 
done so, and in fairness to the people 
of Illinois, who pay the bills, the ac­ 
tion announced today has been taken. 
There is nothing to warrant any in­ 
creased prices. 
The price of coal, 
which is one of the large factors in 
the cost of producing* cement, has

The estimates provide for total ex­ 
penditures of $3,29 8,080,444 in the 
fiscal year. 
This would leave a sur­ 
plus of almost $400,000,000, but the 
projected reduction in tax rates would 
take away more than three-quarters of 
the expected surplus, which was cal­ 
culated on the basis of present tax 
levies. 
The tax reduction proposal offered 
by Mr. Coolidge follows the lines sug­ 
gested by Secretary Mellon in a recent 
letter to Acting Chairman Green of 
the house ways and means commit-, 
tee. 
The treasury program would cut 
about $323,u00,000 from the total In­ 
come, but its » doption would permit 
the government to finish the next fis­ 
cal year with a small surplus, if the es­ 
tim ates submitted by the executive at 
this time are not enlarged. 
Paid $18,000,000,000. 
The executive declared the Ameri­ 
can people have given a ‘Truly mag­ 
nificent demonstration of patience and 
patriotism ” during the years in which 
they have borne the great burden of 
war expenses. 
“In less than seven years,” he said,

have paid off from current revenues 
$18,000,000,000, or nearly half of thé 
am ount"

“The immediate proposal before the 
reparations commission has been made 
by the French delegate and president 
of the commission and has the support. 
It is understood, of all the allied gov­ 
ernments. 
The British government 
has informed this government of its 
desire that American experts should 
particípate In the inquiry. 
“The German government has also 
brought the m atter to the attention 
of this government, stating that It 
would be much appreciated If an Amer­ 
ican expert were to participate In the 
work of the first committee, as above 
proposed, as it Is believed that In this 
way Important progress could be made 
Toward the solution of the problems 
andcrlylng economic recovery.”

The average net farm income on 9 9 
farms In Woodford comaty , Illinois, 
was $8.% p er acre In 19 22. This fig­ 
ure^ when comp ared with the income 
of farmers In the same area for p ri- 
Tious y ears, say s Prof. H. C. M. Case 
of the dep artment of fftrm manage­ 
ment of the University of Illinois, 
serves as p erhap s the best means of 
showing the financial status and p ur­ 
chasing p ower of the farmer. In Taz^ 
well county , adjoining Woodford coun­ 
ty , the average net Income un 50 
farms in 19 15 was $15.35 p er acre and 
In Woodford county in 19 f(i on 48 
farms It was $18.44. In lOlfl the farm 
Income was^ Increased by the rise In 
p rices due to the World war so that 
the figure for 19 16, more than that for 
19 15, showed the farmer’s Income to 
be above normal. 
On this basis we 
are justified in say ing that In 19 22 the 
farmer’s net Income In central Illlnoia 
was p robably only 50 to 60 p er cent 
of the 1615 and 19 16 net income. It 
Is true that farm p rices In 19 22 were 
higher than In 19 13 (a y ear frequently 
tak en as the basis of comp aring 
dianges in p rice levels) but the farm­ 
er’s op erating exp enses had Increased 
out of p rop ortion to the Increases In 
selling p rice of farm p roducts. 
Fw 
examp le, for the month of August, 
19 22, the p rice of farm p roducts was 
determined to be 31 p er cent higher 
than in 19 13. while the p rices of over 
800 commodities In all lines of Indus­ 
try , which include the articles the 
farmer must use In tlie op eration of 
his farm, averaged 55 p er cent higher 
than in 19 ia This comp arison help s 
exp lain the fact why many farmers 
have been having financial difficulties 
and have accumulated debts during 
the more unfavorable y ears of 19 20 
and 19 21 when farming was generally 
carried at a loss throughout the corn 
belt. 
On the basis of net form income ex­ 
p ressed in terms of the net re<*eip ts 
p er acre, we are led to the conclusion 
that the farmer’s net Income .In cen­ 
tral Illinois, for things not absolutely 
essential in the op eration of his farm, 
is little more than half that of the p re- 
w’ar p eriod- Out of this reiluced in­ 
come many farmers have been endeav­ 
oring to p ay off the debts accumulated 
at the time of change In p rices. In 
addition it must be recognized that 
the same articles cost much more 
than In the p revious p eriod, hence the 
necessary living exp enses will con­ 
sume a much » larger p art of the In­ 
come. 
In conclusion It may be said that 
the income of the farmer who owns 
a good farm enables him to enjoy a 
good standard of living if he uses bis 
Income for that p urp ose, but the man 
who has heavy financial obligations 
has his p urchasing ability limited to 
the barest essentials. 
There are In­ 
dications that many farmers have 
been liquidating their debts, but there 
are still farmers who are being forced 
Into foreclosure becau.se of Inability 
to meet their obligations contracted 
during the more p rosp erous p eriod or 
daring the p eriod of “extremely un­ 
favorable agricultural conditions. 
The limited Income of the farmer is 
more fully ap p reciated when It Is 
considered that the land in Woodford 
county was valued at $236 an acre on 
the average, and when live stock and 
machinery were included, the average 
Ihvestment was $282 p er acre, or there 
was an earning of 3.1 p er cent on the 
Investment after all exp enses were 
p aid. 
During the p eak of p rices In 
19 19 and 19 20 land changed hands in 
this area at $300 to $500 an acre. It 
is believed that the valuation of $236 
an acre used in determining the rate 
earned on the investment is In terms 
of p re-war values. This shows In an­ 
other way that the farmer’s earnings 
on his investment are much below a 
good return for use of cap ital. 


will surely tak e p lace. If one wiabM 
to dig manure into the beds, this 
should be done in the sp ring or at 
la a a t 
some time before p lanting. 
Tullp a, 
hy acinths

should be p lanted fonr inches deep 
and five to seven inches between 
bulbs; anemones, one ineh deep and 
six Inches ap art; crocuses two Inches 
deep - and two Inches ap art; and lllleo 
fire inches deep and twelve Inches 
ap art. Be sore that bulbs of the seme 
k ind are all set at the same dep th* 
so that there will be a n^orm devel­ 
op ment In the sp ring, thus mak ing 
sure that theg will all flower at the 
same time. It la advisable to mulch 
the beds with straw, leaves, or strawy 
manure after the ground freeses. 
This k eep s the frost In the ground 
and p revents the alternate freezing 
and thawing which causey the soil to 
heave, thus injuring the roots. This 
mulch should be removed early In the 
sp ring before the bulbs start into 
growth. 
The Darwins are noquestlmiably 
the flnest of all tullp a. The Cottage, 
Breeder and Parrot ty p es should also 
be p lanted more than they ha v e been 
in the p ast, as In many way s they are 
sup erior to the early flowering ty p e 
which has been grown so largely for 
many y ears. The Dutch hy acinths are 
the ones to use out of doors. 
The 
Roman hy acinths are seldom used ex­ 
cep t for forcing under glass. 
As a 
rule the singles are more satisfactory 
than the doubles. 
Among the nai^ 
cissl there are several ty p es which 
may be used. The daffodils w iu larger 
medium and short trump ets, come in 
the y ellows, whites and colors; the 
singles are better t l ^ the. doubles» 
the jonquils, the Poetaz and the Poetl- 
cua ty p es. The p oly anthus ty p e, which 
includes the Pap er White and the Chi­ 
nese sacreJ lily , la not hardy , and so 
should not be used out of doors. 
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Surface Drainage 


Sp ring Flowering Bulbs 


Surface drainage to remove excess 
moisture in the soil as a means of p re­ 
venting “cold” or “late” soils is recom­ 
mended by D. O. Wimer of the soil 
p hy sics dep artment of the university . 
“Frequently , the length of the grow­ 
ing season is shortened because of 
having to wait for the soil to ’warm 
up* before the crop can be p lanted,” 
exp lained Mr. Wimer. 
“WbUe many 
factors are of imp ortance in determin­ 
ing the actnai temp erature of tolls, we 
are cmicemed chiefly with one—moist- 
nre—since it is the only factor caus­ 
ing soils to be cold which is to any ex­ 
tent within our control. 
“Moisture, when p resent In excessive 
amounts, will cause soils to be cold 
or ‘late,’ because a great deal of heat 
is used In wanning this unnecessary 
water; and also because evap oration, 
which goes on rap idly from a water­ 
logged soil, is a cooling p rocess. 
“Thus, by getting rid of the excess 
water in the soil, the coldness is at 
the same time tak en out. 
There are 
large areas In Illinois and adjoining 
states 
which 
cannot 
be 
p rop erly 
drained because of an imp ervious sub­ 
soil. 
Where this condition exists, the 
only alternative Is surface drainage 
by means of a combination of more or 
less p ermanent op en ditches and dead 
furrows. 
Surface drainage Is not au 
effective method of mak ing it p ossible 
for the soil to warm up p rop erly , but 
y et It is much better than nothing. 


Cost of Producing 
So y Beans 


Sp ring flowering bulbs 
may 
be 
p lanted out of doors from Sep tember 
to December. 
October is the ideal 
time for p lanting, however, as this 
allows the bulb to become established 
and mak e a vigorous root-growth be­ 
fore the ground freezes. In p rep aring 
the bed, one must bear in mind that 
good drainage is essential. It is best 
If the bed or border Is raised slightly 
so that the bulbs are above the level 
of the adjacent ground. Put on a lib­ 
eral ap p lication of bone-meal, sp ade 
the bed deep ly , and p ulverize the soil. 
Active fertilizer should never come 
in contact witli the bulbs or decay 


The cost of p roducing eoy beans p er 
acre is ap p roximately one dollar above 
the cost of corn or winter wheat, ac- 
cordiflg to summaries of detailed cost 
accounting records on 15 farms in 
Cilmmp aign and Piatt counties for 
19 22, say s Prof. Emil Rauchenstein of 
the dep artment of farm organization 
and management. University of Illi­ 
nois. 
Though the labor is slightly 
lower than the labor on corn, this is 
more than offset by higher seed and 
machinery costs, 
Man labor, and horse -and tractor 
j)Ower amounted to $8.25 p er acre 
o f 
soy beans, or about one-half of all 
exp enses excep t intei^t on land. The 
seed cost was $1.85 ; machinery $1.06 ; 
twine, fuel and threshing $1.63; and 
general farm exp ense (Including taxes) 
$2.66, mak ing a total of $16.45. Add­ 
ing Interest at 5 p er cent on $250 land 
brings the total exp ense p er acre up 
to $28.9 5. 
• Data for 19 23, indicates a p robable 
Increase of $1 to $1.50 p er acre In the 
cost of p roducing soy beans. This In­ 
crease will be mainly in man and 
horse labor costs. 


Fall Plowing Ducouraged 


Fall p lowing of green sweet clover 
Is discouraged by T. B. Richmond of the 
University of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture. 
“When sweet Hover Is sowed with 
the small grains In the sp ring to be 
used as a greea manure for the follow­ 
ing com crop , the question comes up 
as to the best time for turning the 
green swc^t clover under,” comments 
Mr. Richmond. “If. for reason of dls- 
trllmtion of labor, the sweet clover 
should be fall p lowed, the *'n ' Is left 
in such a ccndition as to p res« it ideal 
conditions for loss of p lant food by 
leaching during the winter months. 
Sweet clover when fall p lowed will, 
in most cases, p roduce a heavy growth 
of top s, which must be either p lowed 
under or disk ed down the following 
sp ring before the com can l|€ p lanted. 
“When sweet clover Is a llie d to re- 
riam up on the land until fce follow- 
ng sp ring, and then p lowed under 
rom one to three week s l^fore the 
•irn is p lanted, much p lant| food will 
o saved by the heavy grow^ of top s 


which died down up on the land and 
p revent much of the loss by leaching. 
With warm weather in the sp ring, the 
large roots soon p ush up vigorous top s 
which, when they * are about k nee-high, 
are In excellent condition to turn un­ 
der and furnish the growing corn crop 
with an abundant sup p ly of nitrate 
nitrogen at a time when most needed 
by the y oung corn p lant.”

We cannot avoid the inevitable results 
pf the economic disorders which have 
reached all nations. 
B ut we shall di­ 
minish their harm to us in proportion as 
we continue to restore our government 
finances to a secure cm’l endurable posi­ 
tion. 
This we can am* 
J^ast do. 
Upon 
th a t firm foundation rest.* the only hope 
• of progress and prosperity. 
From th at 
source m ust come relief for the people. 
This being accomplished by a drastic 
but orderly retrenchm ent, which is bring­ 
ing our expenses within our means. The 
origin of this has been the determination 
of the American people, the main sup­ 
port has been the courage of those in 
authority, and the effective method has 
been the budget system. 
The result has 
involved 
real 
sacrifice 
by 
departm ent 
heads, but it has been made w ithout 
flinching. 
This system is a law of the 
congress. 
It represents your will. 
It 
m ust be maintained, and ought to be 
S tre n g th e n e d by the example of your ob­ 
se rv a n c e . 
W ithout 
a 
budget 
system 
there can be no fixed responsibility and 
co constructive scientific economy. 
Tariff Law. 
^ T h e present tariff law has accomplished 
Ate two main objects. 
It has secured an 
I 
Mk. 
§lant revenue and been productive 
* or 
abounding prosperity. 
Under it 
the country has had a very large ex- 


t 


port and import trade. 
A constant re­ 
vision of the tariff by the congress is 
disturbing and harmful. The present law 
contains an elastic provision authorizing 
the President to increase or decrease pres­ 
ent schedules not in excess of 50 per 
centum to meet the difference in cost of 
production a t home and abroad. 
This 
does not, to my mind, w arrant a rew rit­ 
ing of the whole law. but does mean, and 
will be so administered, that whenever 
the required investigation shows th a t in­ 
equalities of sufficient importance exist 
in any schedule, the power to change 
them should and will be applied. 
Shipping. 
The entire well-being of our country is 
dependent upon transportation by sea and 
land. 
Our government during the war 
acquired a large m erchant fleet which 
should be transferred, as soon as pos­ 
sible. to private ownershipannd operation 
under conditions which would secure two 
results: 
First, and of prime importance, 
adequate m eans for national defense; sec­ 
ond. adequate service to American com­ 
merce. Until shipping conditions are such 
that our fleet can be disposed of advan­ 
tageously under ttu-se conditions, it will 
be operated a: economically as possible 
under such 
plans as may be devised 
from time to f ine by the shipping board. 
We m ust have a m erchant marine which 
meets these requirements, and we shall 
have to pay the cost of its service. 
Public Improvements. 
The time has come to resume in a mod­ 
erate way the opening 
of 
our 
intra- 
coastal waterways- the control of flood w a­ 
ters of the Mississippi and of the Colora­ 
do rivers; the im an, yemen t of the w ater­ 
ways from the Great Lakes toward the 
Gulf of Mexico; and the development of 
the great power and navigation project of 
the St. Lawrence river, for which efforts 
are now being made to secure the nec­ 
essary treaty with Canada. 
These proj­ 
ects cannot all be undertaken at once. 
but all should have the immediate con­ 
sideration of the congress and be adopt­ 
ed as fast as plans can be matured and 
the necessary funds become available. 
Railroads. 
Criticism 
of the railroad law has 
been directed, first, to the section la y ­ 
in g down the rule by which rates are 
fixed, and providing for paym ent to 
the governm ent and use of excess e a rn ­ 
ings; second, to the method for the 
a d ju stm e n t of w age scales; and third, 
to the a u th o rity perm ittin g consolida­ 
tions. 
It has been erroneously assum ed th ar 
the act u n d e rtak e s to g u a ra n te e ra il­ 
road earnings. 
The law* requires th a t 
ra te s should be ju st and reasonable. 
T h a t has alw ays been the rule under 
w hich ra te s have been fixed. 
To m ake 
a ra te th a t does not yield a fair re tu rn 
results in confiscation, and confiscatory 
rates a re of course unconstitutional. 
Unless the governm ent adheres to the 
rule of m a k in g a ra te th a t will yield 
a fa ir return, it m ust abandon ra te 
m a k in g altogether. 
The new and im ­ 
p o rta n t featu re of th a t p a rt of the law* 
is the recap ture and redistrib ution of 
excess rates. 
The c o n stitutio nality of 
th is m ethod is now before the Suprem e 
co u rt for adjudication. 
T heir decision 
should be aw aited before a tte m p tin g 
fu rth e r 
legislation 
on 
this 
subject. 
F u rth erm o re, th e im portance of this 
feature will not be g re a t if consolida­ 
tion goes into effect. 
The settlem en t of railroad labo r d is­ 
putes is a m a tte r of grave public con­ 
cern. 
The 
lab or 
board 
w as 
e s ta b ­ 
lished to protect the public in the e n ­ 
joym ent of continuous service by a t ­ 
tem p tin g to insure justice betw een the 
com panies and th e ir employees. 
It has 
been a -•••eat help, but is not alto g eth er 
satisfacto ry to the public, th e em ploy­ 
ees. or the companies. 
If a su b stan tial 
ag reem en t can be reached am ong the 
groups interested, th ere should he "o 
hesitation in en actin g such ag reem ent 
into law*. 
If it is not reached, the 
labor board m ay very well be left for 
the presen t to protect the public w e l­ 
fare. 
Department of Justice. 
As no revision of the law’s of the 
U nited States has been made since 1878, 
a com m ission or com m ittee should be 
created to u n d e rta k e this work. 
The 
judicial council repo rts th a t tw o more 
d istrict judges are needed in the so u th ­ 
ern d istrict of New* York, one in the 
n o rth e rn d istrict of Georgia, and tw o 
m ore circuit judges in the C ircuit Court 
of Appeals of the E igh th circuit. 
L e g ­ 
islation should be considered for this 
purpose. 
The national govern m ent has never 
given adequate a tte n tio n to its prison 
problem s. 
It oug ht to provide em ploy­ 
m ent in such form s of production as 
can be used by the governm ent, th ough 
not sold to the public in com petition 
w ith priv ate business, for all p riso n e rs 
w ho can be placed a t work, and for 
w hich they should receive a reasonable 
com pensation, available for their de­ 
pendents. 
Prohibition. 
i ne prohibition am endm ent to the 
C onstitution requires the congress and 
the P resid en t to provide ad eq uate law's 
to p revent its violation. 
It is my duty 
to enforce such law’s. 
F o r th a t p u r ­ 
pose a tre a ty is being negotiated w’ith 
G reat B ritain w ith respect to the rig h t 
of search of hovering vessels. 
To p re ­ 
vent sm uggling, the coast g uard should 
be g reatly streng th en ed, and a supply 
of sw ift pow er boats should be p ro ­ 
vided. 
T he m ajor sources of p rod uc­ 
tion should be rigidly regulated, and 
every effort should be made to suppress 
in te rsta te traffic. 
W ith this action on 
the p a rt of the national governm ent, 
and the co-operation which is usually 
rendered by m unicipal and sta te a u ­ 
thorities, prohibition should be m ade 
effective. 
F re e 
governm en t 
has 
no 
g re a te r 
m enace 
th an 
disrespect for 
a u th o rity and 
continual violation of 
law’. 
It is the du ty of a citizen not 
only to observe the law’ but to let it 
be know n th a t he is opposed to its 
violation. 
The Negro. 
N um bered am o ng our population are 
some 12,000,000 colored people. 
U nder 
our C onstitution th e ir rig h ts are ju st 
as sacred a's those of any other citizen. 
It is both a public and a priv ate duty 
to protect those rights. 
The congress 
o u g h t to exercise all its powders of p re ­ 
vention and p un ishm ent a g a in st the 
hideous crim e of lynching, of which 
the negroes are by no m eans the sole 
sufferers, but for w hich they furnish 
a m a jo rity of the victims. 
Regulatory Legislation. 
Co-operation with other maritime pow­ 
ers is necessary for complete protection 
of our coast waters from pollution. Plans 
for this are under way, but aw ait certain 
experiments for refuse disposal. 
Mean­ 
time laws prohibiting spreading oil and 
oil infuse from vessels in our own terri­ 
torial 
waters 
would be most helpful 
against this menace and should be speed­ 
ily enacted. 
Taw s should be passed regulating avi­ 
ation. 
Revision is needed of the laws regulat­ 
ing radio interference. 
Army and Navy. 
For several years wre have been de­ 
creasing the personnel of the arm y and 
navy, and reducing their power to the 
danger point. 
F u rth e r reductions should 
not be made. 
The arm y is a guarantee 
of the security of our citizens a t home; 
the navy is a guarantee of the security 
of our citizens abroad. 
Both of these 
services should be strengthened rather 
than .weakened. 
Additional planes are 
needed for the army, and additional sub­ 
marines for the navy. 
Education and Welfare. 
Our national government is not doing as 
much as it legitimately can do to pro­ 
mote the welfare of the people. 
Our 
enormous material w'ealth, our institu­ 
tions. our whole form of society, cannot 
be considered fully successful until their 


benefits reach the merit of every In­ 
dividual. 
This Is not a suggestion th a t 
the government should, or could, assume 
for the people the inevitable burdens of 
existence. 
This is no method by w’hich 
wre can either be relieved of the results 
of our own folly or be guaranteed a suc­ 
cessful life. There is an inescapable per­ 
sonal responsibility for the development 
of character, of industry, of thrift, and 
of self-control. These do not come from 
the government, 
but 
from 
the people 
themselves. But the government can and 
should always be expressive of steadfast 
determination, always vigilant, to main­ 
tain conditions under w'hich these vir­ 
tues are most likely to develop and se­ 
cure recognition and rew’ard. 
This is 
the American policy. 
It is in accordance w’ith this principle 
that we have enacted law’s for the pro­ 
tection of the public health and have 
adopted prohibition in narcotic drugs and 
intoxicating liquors. For purposes of n a ­ 
tional uniformity we ought to provide, 
1)3’ constitutional amendment and appro­ 
priate legislation, for a limitation of child 
labor, and in all cases under the ex­ 
clusive jurisdiction of the federal gov­ 
ernment a minimum wage law for wom­ 
en, which would undoubtedly find suffi­ 
cient power of enforcement In the in­ 
fluence of public opinion. 
Immigration. 
American 
institutions 
rest solely 
on 
good citizenship. 
The 3’ were created by 
people who had a background of self­ 
government. New arrivals should be lim­ 
ited to our capacity to absorb them into 
the ranks of good citizenship. 
America 
must he kept American. For this purpose I 
it is necessary to continue a policy of , 
restricted immigration. 
It would be well 
to make such immigration of a selective 
nature with some inspection a t the source, 
and based either on a prior census or 
upon the record of naturalization. 
Veterans. 
No more important duty falls on the 
government of the United States than the 
adequate care of its veterans. 
Those 
suffering disabilities incurred in the serv­ 
ice m ust have sufficient hospital relief 
and compensation. Their dependents must 
be supported. 
Rehabilitation and voca­ 
tional training must be completed. 
All 
of this service must be clean, must be 
prompt and effective, and it must be a d ­ 
ministered in a spirit of the broadest and 
deepest human sympathy. 
If investiga­ 
tion reveals any present defects of ad­ 
ministration or need of legislation, orders 
will be given for the immediate corree- ! 
tion of administration, and recommenda­ 
tions for legislation should be given the 
highest preference. 
But I do not favor 
the granting of a bonus. 
i 
Coal. 
The cost of coal has become u n b e a r­ 
ably high. 
It places a g re a t burden 
on our in du strial and dom estic life. 
The public w elfare requires a red u c­ 
tion in the price of fuel. 
W ith the 
enorm ous deposits in existence, failure 
of supply o u g ht not to be tolerated. 
Those responsible for the conditions in 
this indu stry should u n d e rta k e its r e ­ 
form and free it from any ch arg e of 
profiteering. 
The report of the coal commission 
will be before the congress. 
It com ­ 
prises all the facts. 
It represen ts the 
m a tu re deliberations and conclusions 
of the best talent and experience th a t 
ever m ade a national survey of the 
production end d istribution of fuel. 
I 
do not favor governm ent ow nership or 
operation of coal mines. 
The need is 
for action under private ow nership th a t 
will secure g re a te r continuity of p ro ­ 
duction and g re a te r public protection. 
Reorganization. 
A special joint com m ittee has been 
appointed to w’ork out a plan for a r e ­ 
organization of the different d e p a rt­ 
m ents and bureaus of the governm ent 
m ore scientific and economical th an the 
present S3’»tem. 
W ith the exception of 
the consolidation of the W ar and Navy 
de p artm ents and some m inor details, 
the plan has the general sanction of 
toe P resid en t and the cabinet. 
It la 
im po rtant th a t reo rganizatio n be e n ­ 
acted into law’ a t the present session. 
Agriculture. 
Aided by the sound principles a d o p t­ 
ed by the governm ent, the business of 
the country has had an e x trao rd in ary 
revival. 
Looked a t as a -whole, the 
nation is in the enjoym ent of re m a rk ­ 
able 
prosperity. 
In d u stry 
and 
com ­ 
merce are thriving. 
F or the m ost p art 
ag ric u ltu re is successful, eleven staple* 
having risen in value from about $5.- 
300.000.000. two years ago to abo ut $7.- 
000,000,000 for the c u rre n t >’ear. 
B ut 
rang e cattle are still low' in price, and 
some sections of the wheat area, no t­ 
ably Minnesota, North D akota, and on 
w’est, have m any cases of actual dis­ 
tress. 
W ith 
his 
products 
not 
selling 
on a p a rity w ith the products of in ­ 
dustry’, every sound rem edy th a t can 
be devised should be applied for the 
relief of the farmer. 
He represents a 
ch aracter, a type of citizenship, and 
a public necessity’ th a t m ust be p re ­ 
served and afforded every' facility for 
reg ain in g prosperity. 
The d istress is m ost acute am ong 
those wholly dependent upon one crop. 
W heat acreage w as g reatly expanded 
and has not yret been sufficiently r e ­ 
duced. 
A larg e am ount is raised for 
export, w’hich has to meet the com pe­ 
tition in the world m a rk e t of large 
amounts raised on land much cheaper 
and much more productive. 
No complicated scheme of relief, no 
plan for government fixing of prices, no 
resort to the public treasury will be of 
any permanent value in establishing a g ­ 
riculture. 
Simple and direct methods put 
into operation by’ the farm er himself are 
the only real sources for restoration. 
Muscle Shoals. 
The government is undertaking to de­ 
velop a great w ater pow’er project known 
as Muscle Shoals, on which it has ex­ 
pended many million dollars. 
The work 
is still going OQ. 
Subject to the right 
to retake in time of war, I recommend 
that this property with a location for 
auxiliary' steam plant and rights of w’ay 
he sold. This would end the present bur­ 
den of expense and should return to the 
treasury the largest price possible to se­ 
cure. 
Highways and Forests. 
Highway and reforestation should con­ 
tinue to have the interest and support of 
the government. Everyone is anxious for 
good highway's. 
I have made a liberal

special committee of the senate ie’ in­ 
vestigating this need, and I shall w e l­ 
come 
a constructive policy 
based on 
their report. 
Monroe Doctrine. 
It is IOO y’ears since our country a n ­ 
nounced the Monroe doctrine. This’ prin­ 
ciple has been ever since, and is now, one 
of the main foundations of our foreign re­ 
lations. 
It must be maintained. 
But in 
maintaining it w'e must not forget th at a 
great change has taken place. We are no 
longer a weak nation, thinking mainly of 
defense, dreading foreign imposition. We 
are great and pow’erfiil. 
New* powers 
bring new’ responsibilities. Our dutv then 
was to protect ourselves. Added to that 
our duty now’ is to help give stability to 
the world. 
We want idealism. 
We want 
that \ ision w’hich lifts men and nations 
above themselves. 
These are virtues bv 
reason of their own merit. But they must 
not he cloistered; they must not be im­ 
practical; they must not be ineffective 
America has taken her place in the world 
as a republic—free, independent, power­ 
ful. 
The best service that can be ren­ 
dered to humanity is the assurance that 
this place will be maintained

The average net farm income on 99 
farms in Woodford county, 
Illinois, 
was $8.98 per acre In 1922. This fig­ 
ure, when compared with the income 
of farmers in the same area for pre­ 
vious years, says Prof. H. C. M. Case 
of the department of farm manage­ 
ment of the University of Illinois, 
serves as perhaps the best means of 
showing the financial status and pur­ 
chasing power of the farmer. In Taze­ 
well county, adjoining Woodford coun­ 
ty, the average net income on 50 
farms in 1915 was $15.35 per acre and 
in Woodford county in 1910 on 48 
farms it was $18.44. In 1910 the farm 
income vvas^ increased by the rise in 
prices due to the World war so that 
the figure for 1916, more than that for 
1915, showed tile farmer’s income to 
be above normal. 
On this basis we 
are justified in saying that in 1922 the 
farmer’s net income In central Illinois 
was probably only 50 to 60 per cent 
of the 1915 and 1916 net income. 
It 
is true that farm prices in 1922 were 
higher than in 1913 (a year frequently 
taken 
as 
the 
basis of comparing 
changes in price levels) but the farm­ 
er’s operating expenses had increased 
out of proportion to the increases in 
selling price of farm products. 
For 
example, for the month 
of August, 
1922, the price of farm products w’as 
determined to be 31 per cent higher 
than in 1913, while the prices of over 
300 commodities in all lines of indus­ 
try, which include the 
articles the 
farmer must use in tile operation of 
his farm, averaged 55 per cent higher 
than in 1913. 
This comparison helps 
explain the fact wily many fanners 
have been having financial difficulties 
and have accumulated debts during 
the more unfavorable years of 1920 
and 1921 when farming was generally 
carried at a loss throughout the corn 
belt. 
On the basis of net form income ex­ 
pressed in tenus of the net receipts 
per acre, we are led to the conclusion 
that tile farmer’s net income in cen­ 
tral Illinois, for things not absolutely 
essential in the operation of his farm, 
is little more than half that of the pre­ 
war period. 
Out of this reduced in­ 
come many farmers have been endeav­ 
oring to pay off the debts accumulated 
at the time of change in prices. In 
addition it must be recognized that 
the same articles cost much more 
than in the previous period, hence the 
necessary living expenses will con­ 
sume a much •’larger part of the in­ 
come. 
In conclusion it may be said that 
the income of the farmer who owns 
a good farm enables him to enjoy a 
good standard of living if he uses his 
income for that purpose, but the man 
who bas heavy financial obligations 
has bis purchasing ability limited to 
the barest essentials. 
There are in­ 
dications 
that 
many farmers have 
been liquidating tiieir debts, but there 
are still farmers who are being forced 
into foreclosure because of inability 
to meet their obligations contracted 
during the more prosperous period or 
during the period of "extremely un­ 
favorable agricultural conditions. 
The limited income of tile farmer is 
more fully appreciated when 
it 
is 
considered that the land in Woodford 
county was valued at $236 an acre on 
the average, and when live stock and 
machinery were included, tile average 
investment was $282 per acre, or tiiere 
was an earning of 3.1 per cent on the 
Investment after all expenses were 
paid. 
During the peak of prices in 
1919 and 1920 land changed hands in 
tills area at $300 to $500 an acre, It 
is believed that the valuation of $236 
an acre used in determining tile rate 
earned on the investment is in terms 
of pre-war values. 
This shows in an­ 
other way that the farmer’s earnings 
on his investment are much below a 
good return for use of capital. 


will surely take place. 
If one wishes 
to dig manure into the beds, this 
should be done in the spring or at least 
some time before planting. 


Tulips, 
hyacinths 
and 
narcissi 
should be planted four inches deep 
and five to seven inches between 
bulbs; anemones, one inch deep and 
six inches apart; crocuses two inches 
deep and two Inches apart; and lilies 
five inches deep and twelve inches 
apart. Be sure that bulbs of the same 
kind are all set at the same depth, 
so that there will be a uniform devel­ 
opment in the spring, thus making 
sure that they will all flower at the 
same time. 
It is advisable to mulch 
the beds with straw’, leaves, or strawy 
manure 
after 
the 
ground 
freezes. 
This keeps the frost in the ground 
and prevents the alternate freezing 
and thawing which causes the soil to 
heave, thus injuring the roots. 
This 
mulch should be removed early in the 
spring before the bulbs start into 
growth. 
The 
Darwins 
are 
unquestionably 
the finest of all tulips. 
The Cottage, 
Breeder and Parrot types should also 
be planted more than they have been 
In the past, as in many ways they are 
superior to tile early flowering type 
w’hich has been growm so largely for 
many years. The Dutch hyacinths are 
the ones to use out of doors. 
The 
Roman hyacinths are seldom used ex­ 
cept for forcing under glass. 
As a 
rule the singles are more satisfactory 
than the doubles. 
Among the nar­ 
cissi there are several types which 
may be used. The daffodils wiLi large, 
medium and short trumpets, come in 
the yellows, w’hites and colors; the 
singles are better than the, doubles, 
the jonquils, tile Poetaz and the Poetl- 
cus types. The polyanthus type, which 
includes the Paper White and the Chi­ 
nese sacred lily, is not hardy, and so 
should not be used out of doors. 


Spring Flowering Bulbs 


Spring 
flow’ering 
bulbs 
may 
be 
planted out of doors from September 
to December. 
October is the ideal 
time for planting, however, as this 
allows the bulb to become established 
and make a vigorous root-growth be­ 
fore the ground freezes. In preparing 
the bed, one must bear in mind that 
good drainage is essential. 
It is best 
if the bed or border is raised slightly 
so that the bulbs are above the level 
of the adjacent ground. Put on a lib­ 
eral application of bone-meal, spade 
the bed deeply, and pulverize the soil. 
Active fertilizer should never come 
in contact with the bulbs or decay 


Surface Drainage 


Surface drainage to remove excess 
moisture in the soil as a means of pre­ 
venting “cold” or “late” soils is recom­ 
mended by D. O. Wimer of the soil 
physics department of the university. 
“Frequently, the length of the grow­ 
ing season is shortened because of 
having to wait for the soil to ‘warm 
up’ before the crop can be planted,” 
explained Mr. Wimer. 
“While many 
factors are of importance in determin­ 
ing the actual temperature of soils, we 
are concerned chiefty wdth one—moist­ 
ure—since it Is the only factor caus­ 
ing soils to be cold which is to any ex­ 
tent within our control. 
“Moisture, w hen present In excessive 
amounts, will cause soils to be cold 
or ‘late,’ because a great deal of heat 
is used in warming this unnecessary 
w ater; and also because evaporation, 
which goes on rapidly from a water­ 
logged soil, is a cooling process. 
“Thus, by getting rid of the excess 
water in the soil, the coldness is at 
the same time taken out. 
There are 
large areas in Illinois and adjoining 
states 
w’hich 
cannot 
be 
properly 
drained because of an impervious sub­ 
soil. 
Where this condition exists, the 
only alternative is surface drainage 
by means of a combination of more or 
less permanent open ditches and dead 
furrow’s. 
Surface drainage is not an 
effective method of making it possible 
for the soil to warm up properly, but 
yet it is much better than nothing. 


Cost of Producing Soy Beans 


The cost of producing coy beans per 
acre is approximately one dollar above 
the cost of corn or winter wheat, ac­ 
cording to summaries of detailed cost 
accounting records on 15 farms In 
Champaign and 
Piatt counties for 
1922, says Prof. Emil Rauchenstein of 
the department of farm organization 
and management, University of Illi­ 
nois. 
Though the labor is slightly 
lower than the labor on corn, this is 
more than offset by higher seed and 
machinery costs, 
Man labor, and horse and tractor 
jjower amounted to $8.25 per acre of 
soy beans, or about one-half of all 
expenses except interest on land. The 
seed cost was $1.85; machinery $1.06; 
twine, fuel and threshing $1.63; and 
general farm expense (including taxes) 
$2.66, making a total of $16.45. 
Add­ 
ing interest at 5 per cent on $250 land 
brings the total expense per acre up 
to $28.95. 
Data for 1923, indicates a probable 
increase of $1 to $1.50 per acre in the 
cost of producing soy beans. This in­ 
crease will he mainly in man and 
horse labor costs. 


Fall Plowing Discouraged 


Fall plowing of green sweet clover 
is discouraged by T. E. Richmond of the 
University of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture. 
“When sweet clover is sowed with 
the small grains in the spring to be 
ti set! as a green manure for the fojlow- 
ing corn crop, the question comes up 
as to the best time for turning the 
green sweet clover under,” comments 
Mr. Richmond. 
“If, for reason of dis­ 
tribution of labor, the sweet clover 
should be fall plowed, the ’'n 
is left 
in such a condition as to present ideal 
conditions for loss of plant food by 
leaching during the winter nin th s. 
Sweet clover when fall plowed will, 
in most cases, produce a heavy growth 
of tops, which must be either plowred 
under or disked down the following 
spring before the corn can he planted. 
“When sweet clover is allowed to re­ 
main upon the land until Che follow- 
ng spring, and then plowed under 
rom one to three weeks before the 
im is planted, much plants food will 
a sqved by the heavy growth of tops
